Live  stock  and  personal  property  to  be  taxed  are  grow- 
ing less  and  the  land  is  called  upon  to  pay  more  and  more. 

Few  people  realize  that  our  town  is  but  a  number  of  small 
farms,  no  village  settlement,  no  sidewalks,  sewers,  electric 
lights,  police  or  fire  protection  and  only  about  60  families; 
330  people  altogether.
